2. Royal Commission on Asbestos ~ Future Public Hearings

recent paper entitled "Estimates of Dose-Response for Respiratory Cancer Among 
Chrysotile Asbestos Textile Workers." 


(b) On Friday, November 13, 1981 starting at 9:00 a.m., Dr. Graham Gibbs will 
complete the testimony he began in August.
